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Program  Note: 


There  is  little  doubt  about  the  general  impression  that  the  United  States  has  of 
Dylan  Thomas  as  a  person.  It  was  created  mainly  by  Dylan  himself  in  his  conduct  during 
his  three  tours  of  the  United  States  and  has  been  reinforced  by  Malcolm  Brinnin's  book 
"Dylan  Thomas  in  America." 

Colin  Edwards,  a  fellowcountryman  of  Dylan  Thomas,  felt  that  this  image  of  Dylan 
as  he  was  in  his  latter  years  should  be  balanced  by  a  presentation  of  the  rest  of  the 
image  that  Dylan's  family  and  friends  in  Wales  have  of  the  poet— an  image  drawn  from 
their  memories  of  Dylan  as  a  boy  and  young  man,  as  well  as  their  knowledge  of  his 
unhappy  descent  into  alcoholism  in  his  latter  years.  An  assignment  in  Britain  for  the 
Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation  in  the  summer  of  1958  gave  Colin  a  chance  to 
begin  getting  something  of  this  other  side  of  Dylan  Thomas  on  record— as  a  contribution 
to  a  truer  total  image  of  Dylan.  Time  and  circumstance  enabled  Colin  to  record  only  a 
conversation  with  Dylan's  mother,  now  deceased,  and  with  a  friend  of  Dylan  in  his  teen 
years.  On  later  visits  to  Wales  he  will  record  the  memories  of  others  who  were  close  to 
Dylan.  Meanwhile,  Colin  has  put  together  these  first  recorded  efforts  in  image-making 
in  the  documentary  "Dylan  as  a  Youth"  (KPFA  3.15  p.  m.  Sat.,  Nov.  7),  which  also 
features  readings  of  Dylan's  writings  by  Dylan  himself,  Emlyn  Williams,  Hugh  Griffith, 
Dion  Chesse  and  the  following  three  members  of  the  cast  of  the  1959  San  Francisco 
Playhouse  production  of  "Under  Milkwood":  Bruce  Bishop,  Charles  Werlin  and  Douglas 
Hicks.
